Professor Hans Adolf Krebs, the 
Nobel Prizewinner, was the guest of 
honour at a dinner held by the Friends 
of the Hebrew University at the Savoy 
Hotel, London, on Wednesday, when 
the Fund for Fundamental Research 
in Science and Medicine at the Univer- 
sity, named after him, was officially 
launched. 


Professor Sir Henry Cohen, Chairman 
of the Medical Faculty Group of the 
Friends, presided, and the other principal 
speakers were the Israeli Ambassador, 
Mr. Eliahu Elath, and Sir Ben Lock- 
speiser, F.R.S., Secretary to the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research 

Ihe wniual sum of £2,600 was raised 
for the fund im. response to an appeal! 
made by Dr. Alec Lerner. a Treasurer of 
the Friends This is in addition to the 
£1.000 already raised in Sheflield 

Proposing the toast of the guest. of 
honour. Sir Henry declared that the 
moral to be drawn from the Krebs story 
was that the generous hospitality exiended 
io a Stranger-refugee had been amply 
sewarded. tt was essential that the con- 
Limuity of research the boundless 
realm of science should be assured. 


Interchanging Learning 


Paving a tribute both to Dr. Krebs 
who. he said, had also made a great Con- 
tribution to Israch science and education, 
and to the British Friends, the Israel: 
Ambassador said that during the past 
three vears some 25 posi-graduates of the 
Hebrew University had. been studying in 
instiutions of higher learning in Sritain 
Referring to the student fellowships and 
the exchange of visits of men of icdrning 
between Israel and Britain—both spon 
sored by the Friends—Mr. Elath said that 
they served a dual purpose. The first, a 
short-term one, was the broadening and 
deepening of the stream of Israch 
scholarship and research: the. second, 
even more tmportant, was the forging 
of strong and permanent links between 
the two countries, 

Supporiing the toast, Sir Ben Lock- 
spciser described the history of science 
as the history of the unexpected: The 
more they got to koow, the more they 
found how much more there was yet to 
know 

Dr. Krebs, responding, emphasised the 
importance of fundamental — research, 
even if that was a sphere of science that 
did not bring tmmediate practical benefits. 
“From time to. time one’ hears critical 
comments on its, usefulness and particu- 
larly on the appropriateness of this kind 
of work in a young and poor country 
like Israel, where so Many practical prob- 
lems await attention,” he said. Neve: 
theless fundamental research was being 
carried on in the Hebrew University as 
far as its resources permitted.

JEWS FREED BY 
RUSSIA 


Thousands Still 
Detained 


From our Correspondent 


BERLIN 

A considerable number of Jews are 
still detained in Soviet prisons, accord- 
ing to German Jews who have just 
been repatriated after eight years’ 
detention in Russian prisons for 
so-called “ political crimes.” 

The party of Jews released by the 
Russians was small in number. It 
included the person formerly responsible 
for the administration of the Jewrsh 
cemetery at Weissensee, near Berlin, the 
largest in Europe During the Nazi 
régime he saved the Sifrei Torah of the 
Berlin Jewish community by burying them 
in the cemetery. 

The West Berlin Jewish community has 
promised to give every assistance to the 
eX-prisone;rs. 

Further details about the position of 
Jewish prisoners in Russia have been 
given to me here by a non-Jewish 
prisoner of war recently repatriated from 
the camp at Potmar, 600 miles east of 
Moscow 

Potmar, he told me, is an international! 
camp housing prisoners from 20 countries 
Conditions there had improved after 
Stalin's death He had met hive 
Rumanian Jews who had been imprisoned 
since the end of 1951. Because most of 
the Jews spoke German. they conversed 
frequently with German prisonérs 

According to information supplied by 
the Jewish detainees, thousands of Jews 
who had registered for emigration to 
Isracl—-the majority were from former 
Rumanian districts—had been arrested, 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment, 
and sent to forced labour camps all overs 
Russia There were fio special Camps for 
Jewish prisoners.

live representatives. having been classed 
among the smallest of the regions 

A icading article in the Biro-Bidjan 
paper ZVEZDA, broadcast recently by the 
regional radio. stated that “* Ukranians. 
Bycio-Russians. Jews, and representatives 


of other nationalities are working 
amicably in the various enterprises in 
Biro-Bidjan. It added that a consider- 


ible number of new scitlers are expected 
to arrive in the course of the next few 
months. and that the Soviet authorities 
are peying their travelling expenses, New 
settlers, it was stated, are to receive large 
cash grants and loans of foodstuffs. as 
well as other State aid The Biro-Bidjan 
Pariy Organisation has been asked to 
prepare a welcome for the new settlers 
on State and collective farms. 

o details. were .eiven as to whether 
these settlers included Jews, but the fact 
that Jews -were mentioned and that 
PRAVDA gave Biro-Bidjan its original title. 
would seem to.indicate that-the region is 
still large ‘ly inhabited by Jews.

BRITISH SETTLERS IN ISRAEL 
Statement at Zionist Conference 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A statement regarding the immigra- 
tion of British Jews to Israel was made 
at the Zionist Federation's North- 
West and West London (including 
Home Counties) Regional Conference, 
held at Barclay House, 783 Finchley 
Road. N.W.11. on Sunday. 

Mr. A. Richtiger (Treasurer of the 
Federation), who presided at the first 
session, spoke about the controversy 
concerning the Zionists’ réle in Jewish 
education, and referred to THe Jewisn 
CHronicie, by whom, they believed, they 
had been misunderstood. hey were 
pleased, he added, with the last editonal 
note which appeared. They hoped the 
“J3.C.” would appreciate the fact that 
Zionists, apart from being members of 
the Zionist Organisation, were also mem- 
hers of the Jewish community,.and that 
education was also their business. 

They were, he added, also perturbed 
by an article which had appeared in THE 
Jewtsu Curonicre on January 1S by Mr, 
Sialbow ( British Jews and Israel ’’). 
Those of them who were active in Jewish 
life in this country always relied on the 
statements published in Tue 
Curonicte. Mr. Stalbow, a very old 
and good Zionist. had discovered that 
there were British immigrants in Israel ! 
Mi Stalbow had attended Zionist 
Federation conferences and had, presum- 
ably, read THe JewtsH CHRONICLE, which 
eave fair reports of those conferences.

SPANISH MOROCCAN 
JEWRY 
Poverty in Rural Areas

Spanish Morocco, the scene of the 
current anti-French agitation, has a 
small Jewish community numbering 
about 14,000. Just over SO per cent 
are concentrated in Tetuan, the capital, 
once a centre of Jewish culture in 
North Africa, while. about 2.000 live 


in’ Larache and Ksar el Kbir. Others 
are dispersed in small numbers 
throughowt the country. 

The Jews of Spanish Morocco are, 
generally speaking, rather more refined 
than their brethren in neighbouring 
French Morocco. Though no better off 


economically, they take a pride in thet 


appearance. The mellah in Tetuan is com- 
paratively clean: and free from the 
diseases which ravage the French 


Moroccan communities. 

The position is not so satisfactory in

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WHY JEWS LEAVE ISRAEL

HE term employed in Israel 
for those who emigrate from 
the country is yordim (those 
who go down), an antonym of olim, 
the term used for immigrants. But 
the word yordim is mainly used as 
a figure of speech.

The conclusion arrived 
at by the commission was that-“ the 
economic factor, or unemployment. 
or difficulty of integration im. the 
economic life. are not the decisive or 
major factors for any mass emigra- 
tion.” 

Mr. K. Shabtai, of Davar, recently 
went to the port of Haifa to see 
100 yordim leaving. He expected to 
see people dressed in rags. with 
emaciated faces, and carrying shabby 
cases. He found the opposite. They 
were all well dressed and carried 
impressive suitcases—much better than 
those normally brought by olmm into 
israel. 

One emigrant was a tinsmith from 
Poland, who had earned I£5 a day— 
he uttered the words “five pounds ” 
with contempt, adding that “#t wasn't 


sufficient on which either to live or 
die.” 

Everyone knows, says Mr. Shabtai, 
that life in an olim settlement is not 
perfect. It ss full of difficulties of all 
kinds. but is there any problem of 
bread or of getting a pair of shoes ? 
lt is known, he says, that a number 
of Moroccan Jews went to work in 
ihe Negev tn order to save up for 
thetrr journey home. lf wt were a 
quest.on of making a living, why did 
they not use the money earned to 
estabiish themselves in Israel?

War Graves Commission recently 
decided to remove these remains to 
one of its own cemeteries, the Asso- 
ciation successfully demanded the 
right to retain the grave on Jewish 
consecrated ground. 

Even a non-observant Jew could not 
fail to be impressed by the tenacity 
with which this little group clings to 
its religion and its traditions. I have 
the feeling that lone after the dis- 
appearance of much bigger and more 
important Jewish communities, the 
tiny community of Delhi wall still be 
there.

THERE are few countries whose policies, 
internal and foreign, have so affected the fate 
of the Jewish people as those of Russia. This 
was true under the Tsars, and it is largely so 
today. Under the Tsars the fate of 7,000,000 
Jews, roughly half of the then world total of 
the Jewish people, was directly influenced by 
the laws and the political, social, and military 
measures of the Russian Governments. As 
far back as the late nineteenth century, the 
repressive régime in Russia had two notable 
effects. On the one hand, it caused the new 
dispersion to the New World which has 
resulted in American Jewry’s becoming by far 
the greatest Jewish community, and on the 
other hand, it gave the fateful impetus to the 
modern Zionist Miovement which turned. 
religious yearnings into practical politics in 
Zion. Since the 1917 Revolution the number 
of Jews in Russia has greatly declined, 
through war and other reasons, but the fate 
neither of the estimated three million Jews 
still living within the orbit of the Soviet 
Union nor of those living farther away has 
ceased to be influenced by the policies of 
Russia 


A very apt demonstration of this has been 
provided this week, as is catalogued else- 
where in our columns. Mr. VYSHINSKY’'S veto 
in the United Nations Security Council has 
blocked the resolution concerning Israel's 
hydro-electric scheme and canal at the River 
Jordan, and has thus helped the anti-Israeli 
drive of the Arab States, A further report on 
another page brings the news that after a long 
silence on the subject, Pravpa, the official 
organ of the Communist Party in Russia, has 
again written about the “ Jewish Autonomous 
Region ™ in Biro-Bidjan. Again, from Berlin, 
our correspondent sends the grim story, told 
by prisoners of war now returning from the 
U.S.S.R., of thousands of Jews imprisoned in 
remote Siberia and working in labour camps. 
Their only crime, apparently, was that they 
registered for emigration to Israel. In 
Moscow last week, the Israeli Minister 
handed to the Soviet Foreign Office an official 
‘Note, sent also to other big Powers, con- 
cerning Israel's claim for reparations from 
Eastern Germany, and asking the U.S.S.R. to 
support it. Nor can Jewish interests, Israel's 
above all, be excluded from the present dis- 
cussions at Berlin in which Russia js taking 
a leading part. Even this is not all. Our 
columns this week also report how Jewish 
writers still contribute to Communist litera- 
ture of every description, but are no longer 
permitted under Soviet assimilationist policy 
to devote their creative abilities to Yiddish 
and Jewish literature generally. The party 
line means the ultimate extinction of specific 
Jewish values, and thus, presumably, of 
Soviet Jewry. 


Thus at almost every turn of modern 
history the fate of a large section of the 
Jewish people has somehow remained inter- 
woven with the policies and actions of Russia, 
no matter who are its rulers. But it is since the 
establishment of Israel and the great urge of 
East European Jewries under Russian control 
to go there that this interconnecting process 
has become even more evident and the inter- 
play of interests more prominent. It has also, 
because of the Communist opposition to 
Zionism dating from the earliest days, become 
more dramatic, and—as in so many other 
fields—no logical process of deduction and 
analysis can really establish where Russian 
policy stands today, 

Mr. VYSHINSKY'S use of the veto, which 
favoured the Arabs (though ostensibly 
intended to curtail United States influence) 
and was thus against the interests of Israel—a 
move he is reported to have made with some 


measure of delight—was a regrettable depar- 
ture from that original policy which made 
Russia, together with the U.S.A., the midwife 
at the birth of Israel nearly six years ago. 
Mr. VYSHINSKY'’S action may have been 
calculated on the present occasion to 
influence Israel's foreign policy now that the 
unbending Premier, Mr. BeN-GuRION, has 
gone and the supposedly more accommodat- 
ing Mr. SHarett has become head of the 
Government. Almost simultaneously with 
Mr. VYSHINSKY’S unfavourable move in New 
York, Moscow has expressed its desire for 
more extensive trade relations with Israel, 
and there are even reports of its wanting to 
buy very large quantities of Israeli citrus, for 
payment in gold or oil. It would perhaps be 
too naive on the part of the Kremlin to think 
that these methods and actions will really 
effect a change in Israel's official policy. But 
Soviet policy often adopts unusual and 
unorthodox or ambivalent means to try to 
achieve its objective, 

Whether under Srauin or under Mr. 
MALENKOV, Soviet policy towards Israel 
would seem to be a reflection of its general 
attitude towards the non-Communist world. 
It is part of the continuing cold war against 
the West, and once more the Jews, as so often 
in history, are the touchstone in the test of 
international good will. It may well be that 
should the Berlin Conference bring about a 
relaxation of the present world tension—as 
we all hope, though perhaps with no great 
expectations—then Russia's policy towards 
Israel, tod, will become much clearer and its 
attitude friendlier. A change in‘this respect, 
it is reasonable to anticipate, would also result 
in Moscow's abandoning the terrible legacy 
of STALIN’s latter days and remove the dark 
shadow over Russia's proclaimed policy of 
equality for all nationalities. It would restore 


to the Jews in Russia at least some of the. 


rights to their own language and culture 
enjoyed by the other peoples in the U.S.S.R. 


NEW ISRAELI CABINET 


WitH the exception of the change in 
Premiership, the new Israeli Cabinet, out- 


waidly at least, does not seem to differ much | 


from the one it has replaced. The absence 
of Dr. PINCHAS ROSEN, the representative of 
the Progressives, seems to be only temporary. 
His seat as Minister of Justice is still open for 
him to accept, which he may ultimately do. 
Yet the change in the Premiership from Mr. 
BEN-GURION to Mr. SHARETT is so dominant 
a feature that it is likely to affect Israel’s 
home and foreign policy. Although they have 
worked together for years for the same cause 
and have been trained in the hard school of 
Zionism and Israeli statecraft, the two leaders 


differ too widely in education, outlook, and 


approach for Israel's policy to remain the 
same, Mr. BEN-GURION is self-made, self- 


educated, strictly Socialist, trade unionist, 


doctrinaire, and unyielding, while Mr. 
SHARETT, a graduate of the London School of 
Economics, is more conciliatory, the intel- 
lectual kind of Socialist, and a more skilful 
and patient negotiator. He has certainly 
displayed much patience and skill in negotiat- 
ing the formation of the new Government, 
and he has restored the political balance im 
the Cabinet and the Knesset which was upset 
by his predecessor's unexpected resignation. 
Although the General Zionists have retained 
the same four seats as in the previous Cabinet, 
their hold on the economic life of the country 
is definitely growing: Some of their Party 
have gained new positions in the financial. 
commercial, and other Government Depart- 
ments, which, in the circumstances, should 
have a salutary effect in Israel and also create 
greater confidence abroad in the economic 
sphere. There is no doubt that, having 
brought the General Zionists into the Cabinet. 
even the doctrinaire Mr. BEN-GuRION agreed 
to shed some of the rigid Socialist controls, 
and his successor is obviously willing not 
only to follow but to improve upon this 
policy. There is bound to be a general wel- 
come also for Mr. SHARETT’S friendly gesture 
towards the Arab minority, and -especially 
welcome will be his promise to give them 
greater freedom of movement, thus relaxing 
a disability hitherto imposed upon them as 
a military measure. 


HUMANITY 


A NUMBER of recent occurrences have 
unfortunately testified to the hazards which 
still attend travellers. Earlier this week 
widespread public interest was centred on 
an air-crash which occurred in a wild and 
desolate area of Uganda. Mr. Ernest 


Heminoway, the Arherican novelist, and his 
wife had chartered the ill-fated aircraft for 
a flight over the Murchison Falls, where the 
River Nile plunges 400 feet through a rocky 
chasm in rugged bush territory that 1s par- 
ticularly remote and inaccessible, and ‘is 
thickly populated with wild animals. As 
soon as the accident was reported, rescue 
operations were started by the British 
authorities. Despite the immense difficulties 
and obstacles presented by nature, the 
passengers and pilot wére safely and speedily 
rescued from the jungle. The emergency 
measures which were taken and the inter- 
national concern that was felt reflected the 
common feelings of humanity that are 
natural to all mankind. It is strange, how- 
ever, to compare this episode with another 
recent incident. .Early this month a British 
commercial aircraft, travelling with seven 
passengers from. Nicosia, Cyprus, to 
Teheran, had to make a forced landing at 
Baghdad. Among the passengers were three 
Jews, a husband and wife who had emigrated 
to Israel but were returning to Persia, and 
the wife of a Dutch bank official. These 
Jewish passengers were taken into custody 
by the Iraqi authorities and subjected to 
cruel treatment, and they have since been held 
in close confinement. All representations to 
the Iraqi Government for their release have 
so far been unsuccessful. The British 
Government (which should have a special 
concern for the safety of passengers in a 
British ‘plane), the Dutch Government, and 


‘other countries having diplomatic relations 


with both Israel and Iraq, have all been 
approached to use their good offices. Repre- 
sentations have also been made to the 
United Nations and to the International Red 
Cross. Yet the three kidnapped passengers 
have not yet been released. As is obvious 
enough, the arbitrary arrest and brutal 
detention of innocent passengers in transit 
iS a gross violation of accepted international 
practice. It seems strange that a crash itn 
the African jungle should involve less danger 


than a forced landing in the capital of a 


country that lays claim to ancient traditions 
of culture and civilisation. No country that 


‘has any regard for its honour and repute 


dare neglect the standards of 
which are commonly accepted 
civilised nations.

Secretary, is a statesman with a conscience. 


Not only is he respected as a political leader 
and administrator of public affairs, but he 
has also won the particular regard of 
religious-minded citizens by reason of his 
deep personal concern for the moral welfare 
of the younger generation. In this attitude 
the Home Secretary is following a. notable 
British tradition, as may be recalled, for 
example, by the activities of Viscount 
SAMUEL, when he first became associated 
with the work of the Home Office nearly 
fifty years ago. In an address at Peter- 
borough this week, Sir Davip expressed his 
conviction—as he has often done in the past 
—that one of the most important causes of 
the increase ‘in crime and the decline in 
moral standards was the lack of the sanction 
of religion in daily life. A fundamental 
task, he again declared, was to re-create the 
sense of the spiritual basis of life. In 
particular, he expressed the view—which, as 
he said, is now widely accepted—that many 
of the social ills that perplex us today are 
accompanied, if not caused, by a decline in 
the strength of the family as an institution. 
This insistence upon the influence of the 
family, even in the new social conditions of 


‘the Welfare State, has special significance 


for the Jewish community, which has always 
stressed the importance of family life. The 
fact that a very much smaller proportion 
of juvenile delinquents is to be found in 
our community than in the country as a 
whole has often been attributed to the strong 
and beneficial influences exerted by the 
Jewish family upon its members. Yet unfor- 
tunately we, too, have some reasons for 
misgiving. On another page will be found 
a report of an address on this subject given 
by Mr. ROLAND FRANKLIN, Hon. Secretary 
of the Association for Jewish Youth. Refer- 
ence was made by Mr. FRANKLIN to the 
“terrifyingly large proportion” of broken 
marriages, which were described as one of 
the root causes of maladjustment and delin- 
quency among Jewish youth. It is evident 
that we cannot afford to remain self-satisfied 
or complacent about the problem to which 
the Home Secretary has done well to direct 
public attention.

LOUIS GOLDING’S NEW 
NOVEL 


To The Quayside. 


Hutchinson. 12s. 6d

Elsie Silver is dead. When I sit down to 
review the novel in which the story of her 
passing is told, I find that my inclination is to 
discuss the woman rather than the book. to 
obituarise her as if she had existed in the flesh. 

She came into being 20 years ago in “ The 
Five Silver Daughters.” She appeared in “ Mr. 
Emmanuel” as the mistress of a Nazi general. 
“The Glory of Elsie Silver ” and “ The Danger- 
ous Places ” told how she began her expiation . 
and Mr. Golding’s new novel brings her to the 
end of her journey. It takes up the story in 
Italy, where she delivers Mila, the girl she has 
saved from the Nazis, to a Zionist transit 
camp. Her duty done, Elsie goes to South 
America and settles down to a luxurious life 
on the money her Nazi husband had salied 
away there before his death. But guilt will not 
let her rest. She hears that ships are badly 
needed to take Jewish people to Israel. She 
resolves to use her money——her Nazi mone, 
to buy ships for them and thus to exorcise her 
guilt. Although she has a presentiment that 
there is death for her in Europe, on the so! 
of her shame, she flies back across the Atlantic ; 
and thenceforward, with a trance-like inevita- 
bility, she goes towards her .fate. 

A strange creature, Elsie. She is clever in 
the use of all the feminine arts and intuitions, 
but she gazes upon the drama of history with 
unseeing eves. She has no ideas, no long 
vision of right and wrong. All her adventures 
have befallen her because she has followed a 
succession of impulses. For ill or for good. 
she is always governed by instinct. At the root 
of all her virtues and her crimes its the same 
quality, the love of life. It is this which makes 
her memorable, and lovable in spite of all he 
misdeeds.

Love of Life 


What, further, gives her a genuine tragic 
stature, and establishes her as a literary charac- 
ter of importance, is Mr. Golding’s central! 
perception, critical but compassionate, of Elsie 
as an embodiment of the dilind love of life. 
She is the example, made larger than life. of 
what happens to the quality of humanity when 
it is not controlled by moral sense-—if you Ike, 
by the religious sense. She ts no mere device, 
like Upton Sinclair's Lanny Budd, to give con- 
tinuity to a documentary story. It.1s true that, 
thanks to Mr. Golding’s skill as a story-teller. 
we have followed through her adventures the 
whole drama, most movingly portrayed, of the 
Jewish people in the last 20 years; but at 
the core of it all is Elsie, alive and magnetic, 
an authentic artistic creation. 

There is something of the truly tragic in Elsie 
Silver. The background to her life is the gigantic 
tragedy of European Jewry. Yet “To The 
Quayside’ is entirely free of gloom or despair. 
On the contrary, it is a radiant, lively. and 
refreshing story. There are two reasons for 
this. The first is that Mr. Golding uses as a 
counterpoint to Elsie’s journey to death the 
surging of youth and-hope and joy towards 
the shores of Israel, a clamorous journey to life. 
The second ts that he possesses an attribute that 
is both valuable and rare. He its at home any- 
where in the world. Like his Elsie. he loves 
life. Everything is interesting to him. And he 
knows how to make everything interesting to 
his readers. 

There is one paragraph in which he pauses 
for a moment to tell how an old Italian peasant 
fishes for eels. 1 can imagine Mr. Golding 
squatting next to that peasant, absolutely 
enthralled, utching to have a go. loving every 
moment of Ht; and that 1s how—in one para- 
graph, a mere transition between more impor- 
tant episodes—-he makes us feel. So it is, the 
same relish, the same loving-every-moment-of-it, 
when he takes his characters to a wonderful 
mea! in Paris, or into a millionaire mansion in 
Argentina. There is scarcely a page without 
its flash of light, its flash of humour, its flash 
of excitement at the astonishing, everlasting 
novelty of this business of living. Elsie Silver's 
admirers will not be disappointed by this book. 
As for those who have not yet made her 
acquaintance, they are more fortunate; they 
have the whole series of tales still to enjoy.

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BEHIND THE IRON 
CURTAIN 


The Jews in the Soviet Satellites, 
By Meyer, Bernard D. 
WEINRYB, EUGENE DUSCHINSKY, and 
NICOLAS SYLVAIN. Syracuse University 
Press. ~ $6.50.

This is the post-war history of the 
Jewish communities of five countries 
in Eastern Europe which form the 


group of States under Communist 
Governments. It describes Jewish life 
today im Poland, Czechoslovakia, 


Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria. The 
book has the merit of freshness, having 
been based on official documents and 
the press, and it is an indispensable 
work. The four authors are all 
experts. They take up the history of 
Fast European Jewry from the time 
of the great catastrophe, and describe 
both the Jewish hope born after the 
defeat and the disillusionment which 
has befallen hundreds of thousands 
who, for one reason or another. have 
remained behind the lron Curtain and 
are now debarred from crossing it. 
When the Communist régimes under 
Russian influence first emerged in 
Eastern Europe after the war, the 
Jews, terribly diminished in numbers. 


were under the impression that as a 


national minority they would be given 
a chance of rebuilding at least partly 
some of the life destroyed by the 
Nazis. Antisemitism was outlawed. 
and the first post-war governments 
held out the hope that surviving Jewry 
would enjoy equal civic rights and com- 
plete religious and cultural freedom. 


The Russian Pattern 


In Poland, as in Bulgaria and 
Czechoslovakia, the Jews at first even 
had the choice of emigration. — But 
thousands stayed-on in the hope that. 
with nationalisation of industry only 
beginning and Communism just getting 
a grip on things, Jews might be able 
to exist. Some of them hoped that 
they could play im the new economy af 
least a part of the great r6le Jews had 
played in the economic lite of those 
countries before the war. But soon, 
with these countries following more 
and more the Russian pattern, they 
found themselves labelled as “ unreli- 
able.” as “ profiteers ’ and “ national- 
ists,” and as “ cosmopolitans.” 

In a sober and scholarly fashion. 
each of the four authors tells the story 
of how Jewish institutions in these 
countries have been gradually liqui- 
dated and turned into mere Communist 
cells disseminating propaganda of an 
official nature. While eliminating racial 
hatred in one sense, these régimes, we 
are told, have created new difficulties 


» and problems, which make Jewish life 


under them incomplete and in most 
ways unsatisfactory, if not actualls 
intolerable to any racial, religious, or 
ethnic group which seeks to maintain 
its dignity and independence. 


RELIGION AND LIFE 


The Quaker Approach to Contem- 
porary Problems, Edited by JOHN 
KAVANAUGH. Allen & Unwin. 15s. 


This series of essays by leading 
members of the Society of Friends is 
designed to show the Quaker approach 
to current world problems. The com- 
mon and underlying inspiration. of 
them all is the belief that religion and 
life are inseparable. From this basic 
conviction has sprung the “urge of 
social concern,” to make a practical 
contribution as pioneers m many 
diverse fields of human service. The 
different chapters describe Quaker 
experiences in dealing with problems 
of peace and war, relief and recon- 
struction. economic and business life, 
race relations, civil liberties, crime and 
punishment, contemporary — science 
and philosophy. 

In an “Epilogue,” the book's pur- 
pose js well described : “In so far as 
the Society of Friends carries any 
particular weight in the present day, it 
is as our generation tries to bring to- 
gether profession and practice . 
We dare to hope that the reading of 
these records of current thought may 
add to the wisdom and enrich the 
spiritual heritage of all who seek to 
bring intellectual consistency and 
Spiritual power into current life.” 
Readers of all religious faiths will feel 
that this hope has been finely achieved.

NE of the hallmarks of 

popularity, if not of fame, 
| is the acquiring of an affec- 
tionate nickname.

The 
very act of discussion, constantly 
multiplied, bears, witness, too, either 
to popularity: or, at: least, to per- 
sonality!

Commons. The main object of the 
Bill, stated in the Explanatory 
Memorandum attached thereto, is 
to give effect to certain proposals 
of the Committee of Inquiry into 
the Slaughter of Horses. As most 
of the amendments which the Bill 
proposes to make to theexisting 
law are to apply also in relation to 
animals other horses, 
becomes necessary not only for the 
Jewish community. but also for the 
Mohammedan people to give care- 
ful consideration to the terms of 
the Bill, because of the potential 
threat to the freedom of religious 
observance if the Bill is passed into 
law in its present form. 
Textual Omissions 

Unlike. the provisions of the 
Slaughter of Animals Act 1933, where 
all the terms appear in the Act, the 
terms of the present Bill do not reveal 
the whole of its provisions. The 
reason for the omissions from the text 
of the Bill is that the Bill gives to the 
Minister of Food. who is the Minister 


. responsible, power under Clause 2 (1) 


to make such regulations as appear 
to him to be expedient for securing 
humane conditions and practices in 
connection with the slaughter of 
animals at slaughter-houses. This 
clause contains no provision restrict- 
ing the right of the Minister either to 
prohibit shechita or the slaughter ol 
animals according to the Moham- 
medan method, or to make either form 
of slaughter so difficult as to make it 
impossible. Accordingly, if the Bill 
were passed into law in its present 
form, a Regulation made by the 
Minister directly to prohibit either 
shechita or the Mohammedan form 
of slaughter might be held by the 
Courts to be intra vires the powers of 
the Minister. It should not be over- 
looked that the Minister’s opinion that 
either or both of these methods of 


slaughter,. practised by Jews and 
Mohammedans, were not humane, 
might prevail, despite scientific 


evidence to the contrary. 
It would be equally unsatisfactory 
if the Minister, instead of making 


a Regulation directly prohibiting 
shechita or Slaughter by the Moham- 
medan method (which might enable 
those adversely affected to have the 
matter brought before the Commission 
on Human Rights), imposed by Regu- 
lation restrictions which might render 
the practice of shechita or slaughter by 
the Mohammedan method difficult or 
perhaps even impossible. 

It would not be a valid argument 
that, because Section | (1) (b) of the 
Slaughter of Animals Act 1933 does 
not make an offence “the slaughter 
of any animal slaughtered without the 
infliction of unnecessary suffering 
(1) by the Jewish method for the food 
of Jews and by a Jew duly licensed 
for the purpose by the Rabbinical! 
Commission .. .” therefore the Minis- 
ter could not under Clause 2 (1) of 
the new Bill prohibit shechita because 
it “ appears to him to be expedient for 
securing humane conditions and 
practices [my ‘alics}] connection 
with the slaughter of animals at 
slaughter-houses.” 

While the subject-matter of the 
Regulations is envisaged—-namely, the 
construction, lay-out, and equipment 
of premises used as slaughter-houses, 
and the conditions to be observed in 
connection. with the confinement and 
treatment of animals before slaughter 

the power to make Regulations is 
not limited to these two matters. 

Similar reasoning applies to 
Mohammedan method of slaughter. 
Section 1 (1) (b) (i) of the Act does 
not make an offence “ the slaughter of 
any animal slaughtered without the 
infliction of unnecessary suffering by 
the Mohammedan method for the 
food of Mohammedans and by a 
Mohammedan.” 

It could therefore be argued that 
Clause 2 (1) of the Bill was intro- 
duced in its present wide form to give 
power to the Minister by Regulation 
either to prohibit shechita or the 
Mohammedan form of slaughter in 
order to secure “humane conditions 
and practices |my italics] in connec- 
tion with the slaughter of animals.” 
or to impose such conditions as to 
make it difficult or perhaps even 
impossible for shechita or the Moham- 


the 


medan form of slaughter to be 
practised. Might i not be urged by 
those who oppose shechita or the 


Mohammedan form of slaughter that, 
as no power was given by the Act of 
1933. it is advisable to give the Minis- 
ter power, should it appear to him 
io be expedient, to make a Regulation 
to prohibit either shechita or the 
Mohammedan form of slaughter ? 
Phe difficulty, and it ts one which 
should be faced by the community 
at the present time, is that the Act 
of 1933, while not making #t an offence 
to practise shechita and the Moham- 
medan form of slaughter, without’ the 
infliction of unnecessary suffering, has 
not expressly declared that. such 
methods are lawtul. 
1933 contained a provision of this 
character it would have had the effect 
of making any Regulation introduced 
under the present Bill to prohibit 
these forms of slaughter ultra. vires. 
the other alteration contained in 
the Bill which requires careful thought 
is that proposed by Clause 3. This 
would impose on a local authority. 
whose duty it is under Section 3 of 
the Act of 1933 to license slaughter- 
men, the obligation to specify the 
kinds. of animals which may be 
slaughtered or stunned by the holder 
of the licence, and the types of tnstru- 
ment which may be used by him for 
slaughtering or stunning any such 
animals. It is. essential that the 
licences issued by the local authorities 
should contain no restrictions which 
would be contrary to the religious 
practices Of Jews or Mohammedans. 
In the Act of 1933 a lhcence granted 
by a local authority remains in force 
for three years and gives ine holder 
the right to slaughter not only in the 
area of the local authority granting 
the same, but anywhere in the country. 
An alteration is proposed by Clause 3 
(3) of the Bill—namely, the period of 
the validity of the licence is to be 
reduced to one year and it is to be 
valid only within the area of the local 
authority granting it. This alteration 
may prove to be detrimental to the 
Jewish community. At the. present 
time a shochet Lcensed in London 
could in the event of an emergency

slaughterers will become immobile. 

I do not suggest that the present 
Minister of Food intends to use the 
powers which are to be given to him 
by the Bill to make a Regulation to 
prohibit either shechita or slaughter 
by the Mohammedan method, or that 
any of the present members of any 
local authorities intend to insert 
restrictive conditions in a licence. But 
once the power is given by Statute 
the power remains, and no one can 
say how it may not be exercised in 
the years to come. A promise by the 
present Minister does not bind his 
successors, and accordingly it is useless 
as a form of protection. 


Suggested Amendment 


In order that a large number of 
loyal subjects of the Crown can be 
adequately protected im their religious 
observances, the Bill should be 
amended by making provision, first, 
that no Regulation by the Minister 
under the Bill should make erther 
shechita or slaughter according to the 
Mohammedan method unlawful, and, 
secondly, that no local authority 
shou'd. have power in the case of a 
shochet or a Mohammedan slaughter- 
man to impose any conditions in the 
licence which might impede the 
practice of the respective religions. 

Owing to the pressure of work in 
Parliament it is extremely difficult to 
introduce legislation to amend a 
Statute within 10 years of its becoming 


law. Of even greater importance is 
the possibility that, once public 
opinion were ready to accept a 


Regulation directed against either the 
Jewish or Mohammedan form of 
slaughter of animals, such amending 
legislation would not receive Parlia- 
mentary sanction. Should shechita or 
the Mohammedan form of slaughter 
ever be abolished in this country, only 
the most influential and well-organised 
public opinion could restore it, and 
then only after much delay. 

The problem is one which should 
be faced by the community at the 
present time. It may well be that 
preventive measures, considered and 
taken now, will prove effective in 
safeguarding the claim to practise 
shechita in this country. [COPYRIGHT

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ANTISEMITIC JEWISH 
STUDENTS 


The Position in 
Switzerland 
To the Editor of Tue Jewitsu CHronicre 


Sir,—I feel bound to answer—from 
a foreigner’s point of view—the critics 
of Jewish students, some of whom are 
denounced as being antisemitic. 

lt may well be true that for some 
reason or other certain students of the 
community may deserve this term, but 
it Should be stated how strong has been 
the influence of Anglo-Jewish students 
in forming and maintaining the World 
Union of Jewish Students (U.M.E.J.). 
As an observer to the recent Council 
meeting of U.M.E.J. (from January 3 
to 6 in Ziirich, Switzerland), I should 
like to express my own and my friends’ 
thanks to, and admiration for, the Anglo- 
Jewish student delegation which contri- 
buted most to that important meetifty. 

Contrary to what some of your 
correspondents appear to beleve about 


Jewish students, the British delegation 
delivered addressés against 
assimilation. Much to the regret of 


Continental Jewish students, the British 
delegation has withdrawn its representa- 
tion on the Executive of U.M.E.J. in 
order to preserve unity among Jewish 
students of the world. 


Jewish students in Switzerland—they 
number 8 to 10 per cent of the total 
of university students in the country— 


are utterly neglected by the Jewish com- 
munity here, as a result of which the inter- 
marriage raie among them has greatly 
increased. The Anglo-Jewish community, 
however, 18 much more student-minded. 
as is shown by the establishment of the 
Hillel Centre in the West End of Lon- 
don. It will be through such institutions 
that Jewish students will again have the 
opportunity to imterest themselves more 
actively in Jewish causes. | would. there- 
fore, like to invite jhe critics to support 
such causes and thus help make 
impossible the type of student they have 
in mind.

Traditional Methods of 
British Zionists 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHronicie 


Sirn,—As some of the recent letters 
and articles emanating from Mizrachi 
sources haye contained personal asper- 
sions (a deplorable practice), | was 
relieved to find that the only personal 
jibe at me in Mr. Barry Mindel’s letter 
(in your issue of last week) was his 
classification of me as a humorist. | 
hope this progress towards good taste 
continues. Although I frown on the 
persistent letter writer (unless anony- 


mous), | nevertheless feel in duty 
bound to clarify the following: 
(1) Unlike the Mizrachi, the Con- 


federation of General Zionists is open 
for the membership of all Zionists, irre- 
spective of party affilation: and it is 
precisely because the Confederation is 
not a rigid body that the Zionist Federa- 
tron is affiliated to tu. 

(2) The World Zionist Congress and 
Actions Committee, being deliberative and 
legislative assemblics charged with 
clection of the Executive, must comprise 
all sections of the Zionist Movement. A 
similar structure its uncalled for in every 
country, where the need is for a Zionist 
instrument for quick and effective action. 
Such action would be rendered impossible 
by the frequent crises that occur in a 
Territorial Union An example is the 
recent threat of secession by one of the 
affiliated pariies in the South African 
Territorial Union (the very Union so 
proudly cited by Mr. Mindel) because of 
an article which appeared in its official 
organ. As already pointed out ty my 
colleague, Dr. Fox, the same thing would 
happen here. For the Mirachi would have 
to secede from a. Territorial Union if 
such a Union decided to finance modern

Hebrew education in day schools. The 
result would be to retard Zionist work. 

(3) Mr. Mindel deduces with the aid 
of Mizrachi maihematics and by using 
fallacious hypotheses that the Muiuzrach: 
membership is 9,000. But why this con- 
ectural speculation ? Surely, the 
General Secretary of the Mizrachi is able 
io state the actual number of its dues- 


paying members? Does he not do so 
because he knows that the figure 1s 
unfortunately nowhere near 9,000? I, 


however, beg to state that the number ol 
ducs-paying members (not shekel holders) 
of the Zionist Federation, mcluding the 
Federation of Women Zionists and sub- 
sidiary bodies, 18 Gin round figures) 30,000 
The vast majority of this number were 
uninterested in the artificial issues of the 
Congress elections and refrained from 
votng. The reason why it was 
impossible to achieve an agreed lst for 
such elections was because the terms 
stipulated by the Mizrachi for such a 
list were unacceptable to the other parties. 

(4) Mr. Mindell likens our entry in the 
field of school education to “a bull in 
a china shop.” 
chosen a Jewish metaphor. It appears, 
however, that his concern is not ii the 
china but for the kashrut’ of the bull 
Ihe Zionist Federation, having under- 
taken. to do something, is content to be 
judged by the results. The Mizrachi, 
having decided to do nothing. will. | tear, 
be similarly judged 

Lastly, revolutionary structural changes 
may be required m countries where 
Zionism-is on the decline, where there is 
no Zionist work. and where funds are 
not raised. These’ conditions do not 
apply to this country, where al! con- 
scIcnuouUs Zionists should be allowed to 
contsnue with their: work on those tra- 
ditional methods which have achieved for 
British Zionism its vitahty. and pre-

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SOVIET UNION VETOES U.N. RESOLUTION 
Israeli-Syrian Dispute Unresolved

New York 

Using its veto for the 58th time in 
the U.N. Security Council, Russia last 
week blocked the revised Western 
resolution on the Jordan river 
dispute. 

The motion denied Syria's right to veto 
Isracli development work on the Jordan 
canal project, and called on General Ben- 
nike, the U.N. Chief of Staff in Palestine, 
to try to bring about a reconciliation 
between the two parties and to report 
back in 90 days. 

This was the first time that the veto 
had been applicd to Middle Eastern 
affairs. Seven members of the 11-mem- 
ber Council had supported the Western 
proposal, enough to secure its passage if 
tt had not been vetoed 

Mr. Vyshinsky. the Soviet delegate, 
said that the Council was being asked to 
relinquish its basic responsibilities in the 
disoute. Russia would never support the 
resolution if it made no mention of 
the principle of mutual agreement. In 
reply to British criticism of the use of the 
veto, Mr. Vyshinsky said he had voted 
as all the Arab States would have wanted. 


The time was past when the Wesicrn 
Powers could have their own way. 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. Secre- 
taty-General, urged the Council to adopt 
a procedural resolution at its next mect- 
ing. empowering General Bennike to try 
to work out a solution with the aid of 
the Secretariat.

REPARATIONS REPAYMENT SCALED DOWN 


BONN 
Altogether some 394,000,000 marks 
(about £32,830,000) for Jewish claims of 
all categories are included in the West 
German budget for the 1954-55 fiscal 


year. Allocations for the two largest 
reparations and 
individual indemnification—are well 


below expectations. 

The largest allocation for Jewish pur- 
poses, about 255,000,000 marks, is 
earmarked for deliveries under the 
reparations agreement with Israel. Since 
the repatations pact set 310,000,000 marks 
as the “normal” rate, earlier reports 
that the Federal Government is taking 
advantage of an escape clause permitting 
it to restrict payments to the lowest 
minimum of 255,000,000 marks in case 
of economic hardship, appear to be 
ustified. This had been envisaged as a 

st resort, but the budget—which is a 


balanced one—teflects the 
prosperity of the country’s economy. 
In additiog, to the 1954-55 allocation 
for Israel, the budget lists some 
$7,000,000 marks to cover certain Isracli 
purchases in the current fiscal year, for 
which no appropriations had previously 
been sought by the Finance Minister. 
_ Similarly, about 6,000,000 marks are 
intended as budgetary sanction for pen- 
sions, already paid in the present fiscal 
year, to former rabbis and communal 
officials, The same amount Will be made 
available for the forthcoming year, 
together with some 480,000 marks for the 
victims of Nazi medical experiments, 
The new budget lists only 676,000,000 
marks for payments to individual victims 
of Nazism, both Jews and Germans. 
under the terms of the Federal Indemni- 
fication Law adopted last summer.
